MISSIONARIES 
SPEAK 

Tell of Work on Foreign Field at 
Missionary Conference. 

At the first session of the South Geor- 
gia Woman’s Missionary Society, held 
yesterday at Mulberry Street Methodist 
Church, two addresses were given by 
returned missionaries — one from Brazil, 
Miss Rebecca Caudill, and one from 
China, Miss Ruth Higgs. 

Miss Caudill spoke most interestingly 
of her work in the Girls’ School in Rio 
de .Janeiro, where she has been teaching 
since 1924. 

“Besides attending to my duties as 
a teacher,” Miss Caudill told her audi- 
ence, “I have also been performing in- 
teresting psychological experiments on 
the girls of Rio de Janeiro, the results 
of which I hope to publish in a book 
shortly. ’ * 

Miss Caudill’s talk was followed by 
one from Miss Ruth Diggs on her work 
among the girls in China. Miss Diggs 
has been teaching physical education 
in the Virginia School in Huchow, 

I China, for the past five years. She 
lias made a study of the problem of 
foot-binding in China and has written 
a booklet on the subject. 

High-Heeled Shoes Versus Footbinding. 

Referring to the question of foot- 
hinding, Miss Diggs told her audience 
that the American high-heeled, pointed- 
toe shoe had for a number of years 
been a stumbling block to the Chinese 
woman, who could see very little differ- 
ence in her bound foot and that of her 
Western sisters. “It is much to be re- 
gretted,^ said Miss Diggs, “that our 
country waited so long to wake up to 
the realization of the harm which the 
old-fashioned shoes were doing us. The 
modern low-heeled, broad-toed footwear 
delights my heart, and I shall take great 
pleasure in telling the girls in my 
school that their American sisters are 
setting them a good example. I expect 
that within ten years there will not be

LIFE, LIKES JOB 

Says Present Position is Result of 
Hard Work. 

New York April 1. — (Special.) — 
“How do I like my job? I like it im- 
mensely! ” said Annelu Hightower, the 
well-known humorist, who has recently 
been made editor of Life, in an inter- 
view with a ChiffVhaff reporter yes- 
terday.

I shall never forget what 
i a thrill of pride went over ine when 
the editor of the magazine announced 
one morning in chapel, ‘Miss Annelu 
Hightower has been appointed editor 
of the “Catch-All,” our new depart- 
ment,’ ” — and a reminiscent gleam 
came into the eyes of the editor as she 
recalled her college days. 

“Since then,” she concluded, 1 * my 
career as a humorist has been assured, 
although there has been some hard work 
along the way.

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X N 1840 the firse diploma to be granted to a woman was given to 
Miss Catherine Brewer, who later became Mrs. Benson, in the 
chapel of Wesleyan, founded and chartered in 1836, the oldest 
woman’s college in the world. In 1919, her son, Admiral Wil- 
liam S. Benson, of the United States Navy, was the honored guest of the 
seniors of his mother's Alma Mater. 

During the eighty years intervening since Mrs. Benson left Wesleyan 
as its first graduate and Admiral Benson came to visit again his home town 
and his mother's college, Wesleyan has grown to be a standard college, 
the oldest and the best. 

At the banquet tendered Admiral Benson by the Class of '20 and the 
Macon Chamber of Commerce in the college dining room, November 12, 
1919, he related some of the experiences of his travels over the world. 
He told of the progress of the Navy during his forty-seven years of service 
and related the method of convoy employed by the United States Navy 
during the World War. He further described the various ports he had 
visited, beginning with the experiences of the Greely expedition, and 
describing how the Japanese had become modernized between his two 
visits, the first thirty years ago, the second only a few years ago. Then, 
Admiral Benson, at the request of the seniors, displayed his various 
decorations, declaring he valued and appreciated the American decora- 


tion most. 


I he Admiral concluded with a tribute to the daughters of the institu- 
tion of which his mother was the first graduate. Before he left Macon, he 
presented a picture of himself in full dress to the college, on which was 
written in his own handwriting, “ To Wesleyan College, in memory of 


my mother.
